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HOUSING PROBLEM IN CHINATOWN: 
FEW VISIBLE SIGNS OF PROGRESs

SAN FRANCISCO 一 An empty 
lot with a few condemned build- 


ings on Sacramento Street，a 


brick tower in need of renovation 
on Clay Street，and a converted 
hospital on the verge of comple- 
tion on Broadway are the only 
Visible signs of progress of hous- 
ing for Chinatown residents: 

The empty lot wil be the site of 
a 210-unit highrise for elderly 
and low-income families at the 
corner of Sacramento and Stock- 
ton streets. Demolition has start- 
ed, leaving only two buildings on 
Sacramento _ Street. Two other 
buildings on Stockton' Street need 
to be purchased by the Redevel- 
opment Agency to complete the 
perimeter of the site. 

The Housing Committee of the 
Presbyterian Church .in China- 
town, co-Sponsor of the project, is 
now in the process of selecting a 
contractor. Two construction 
firms have been referred to Chi- 
nese for Affirmative Action 
(CAA) forreview of their affirma-

SOIL SURVEY 

The sponsors are awaiting 3a 
conditional commitment from the 
Department of Housing and UrT- 
ban Development, and a soil sur- 
Vey has been done by an Asian 
firm，Associated Geotechnical 
Engineers. 

The red brick tower on Powell 
Street，which will hopefully be a 
home for the elderly，is the 
YWCA residence hall. The build- 
ing would be ideal for Chinatowm 
senior citizens, being in the heart 
of Chinatown and having a solid 
structure with a_ dining hall and 
social facilities，In _ addition to 
this, the YWCA owns the build- 
ing,， which eliminates the need to 
purchase the building. Another 
favorabjle factor is thattheYWCA 
has shown an.interest in provid- 
ing housing. 

The building is in need of reno- 
vation at a cost estimated over $1 
mijlljion. Steps are now being 
taken to seek these funds. 


The former Notre Dame Hospi- 
tal at Broadway and Van Ness 
Avenue is almost compjletely re- 
novated into an apartment build- 
ing for the elderly. Management 
is now in the stage of renting one- 
bedroom and studio apartments. 

APARTMENTS 

This 204-unit apartment com- 
plex is a_ government-sponsored 
project providing very _ comfort- 
able, safe, and sanitary quarters 
containing emergency and secu- 
rity buzzers，wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing，recreation and social facili- 
ties, and a_ small dining hall for 
residents who do not wish to 
cook. Furniture is also available 
for anominal fee. 


This housing project cannot be 

completely occupied by Chinese 
due to a government housing 
plan of having a mixed composi- 
tion of income and color in 
housing projects to eliminate the 
stigma of ethnic and ghetto hous- 
ing. 
Almost all ofthe Chinese senior 
citizens who have inquired quali- 
fy for a government rent subsidy， 
but only 40 per cent of the 204 
units are available with the sub- 
sidy and only half of those will go 
to Chinese. 

The rent for the Notre Dame 
Apartments comes in three 
plans: 

e If an applicant has a yearly 
income above $7020, the rent will 
beat market value of $226/month 
for astudio apartment. 

e If the yearly income is below 
$7020, regardless of assets，this 
qualifies for the basic rent pro- 
gram of $145/month for a studio. 


MICHAEL CHAN 
BADLY BEATEN 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Police of- 
ficer Michael Chan，26，hot on 
the heel of suspected burglar 
Jessie Wright，29，was beaten 
almost senseless，when an alert 
and public-spirited citizen came 
to his rescue and overcame the 
suspect with a three-foot club he 
kept in his apartment for self- 
defense，in the early morning 
hours of December 15. 

Chan was hospitajized for a 
fractured nose，multiple .contu- 
sions，and was Under examina- 
tion for possible fractures of the 
jaw and ribs and internal injuries. 


e If the yearly income is below 
$4000 and assets are not greater 
than $15,600，this qualifies for 
the rent supplement program of 
one-fourth of the_ resident's 
monthly income. 

LONG WAIT 

Flyers advertising the rent sub- 
sidy were distributed and now 
there is a long waiting list even 
though the qualifying annual in- 
come of $5200 for the subsidy 
was advertised at $4000. 


To achieve a racial balance in 
the project, the law requires that 
the management- advertise the 
availability of housing in local 
community media. The manager 
said that they werenot allowed to 
fx a quota of ethnic applicants， 
and that essentially，the renting 
Was done on a first-come，first- 
Served basis. They also said that 
they will attain the racial balance 
by a “careful screening”of appli- 
cants. 


Maisin Development Co.，the 
firm that bought the hospital 
from the Sisters of Mercy several 
years ago，hopes to have the 
apartment building reconstruc- 
tion completed by January 1， 
and all apartments rented by De- 
cember 15，but the managers 
said that 过 will not be done on 
time. 


More than half of the building 
is now occupied，mostly -by dis- 
placed residents from Yerba 
Buena. 

The Chinatown Coalition for 
Better Housing is now reviewing 
four sites for possible acquisition . 
The sites cannot be revealed at 
this time.

State Senator George 及 .Mos- 
cone Was elected mayor of this 
city December 11 by the DarrowW 
margin of 2 per cent. The final 
tally showed 101,528 for Moscone 
and 97,213 for Barbagelata. 


An informal study of the voting 
pattern in the Chinatown core 
area_ indicated that Chinatown 
gave Mosconea5.4per cent edge 
over Barbagelata. 


Five of the seven precincts for 
which results _ were _ available im 
the early morming hours of De- 
cember 12 showed Chinatown ip 
support of Moscone.、 Only two 
precincts backed Barbagelata.

e。 Recommendedthat Cal-Trans 
develop a system to determine 
who has been offered another job 


and who has accepted such of-- 


fers. Currently Cal-Trans simply 
makes jobs _ available and does 
not follow up， JIncreased efforts 
are needed by the Department to 
ensure that vacant positions are 
filled by Cal-Trans employees. 

e 上 Encouraged the Governor to 
lengthen lay-offt notice time from 
30 to 90 days to allow increased 
time for re-employment efforts, 

e We also asked the Governor 
to extend the two-year retirement 
credit into 1976. Over one-fourth 
of all 16,700 Cal-Trans employees 
are between 50 and 60. 

To date，as a result of our 
meeting，the Governor has 
agreed to the freeze on hiring in 
state agencies and has requested 
that all agencies adhere to this 
request.， The Governor has 
lengthened jlay-o 人 ff notice time 
.from 30 to 60 days. We have also 
been able to reduce the total lay- 
off number and save 500 jobs. 

Please be assured that I will 
continue to seek a solution to this 
problem that wil be in the best 
interest ofthe employees. . . .

300,000 California workers in cer- 
tain service industries get a Pay 
break January 1，1976，under a 
new State law that forbids em- 
ployers from applying tips or gra- 
tuities toward wages, or deducting 
any amount from employees* 
wages because tips are received . 


State Labor Commissioner 
James 工 .Quillin said employers 
should be aware of the new law 
(Assembly Bill 232, 工 .FF Creene) 
that protects wWages of those cus- 
tomarily receiving tips for servV- 


ices，1like taxi drivers， baggage 
porters and bellhops， barbers; 
hairdressers，cosmetologists，bar- 


tenders，bootblacks，waiters，and 
Waitresses， 

“Customers who tip for good 
service now can be sure that the 
tip will stay with the person who 
gave the service and not be used to 
subsidize an employers payment 
of wages,”according to Quillin. 


RESCINDS 
The new law, signed by Cover- 
nor Brown last August 23, rescinds 
the authority of the State Industri- 
al Welfare Commission to perm 这 


employers to deduct up to 25 cents 
an hour in tips from the State 
minimnum wage of $2 an hour. 

In 1973 the State Legislature 
amended the _ California Labor 
Code to _prohibit employers from 
crediting tips against employees” 
wages“except to the extent that 
may be permitted by a vajlid regu- 
lation of the Icdustrial Welfare 
Commission.”AB 232 eliminates 
this exception and specifically 
states that tips and gratuities are 
“the sole property of the employee 
and employees to whom 让 was

Quillin says that the State In- 
dustrial Welfare Commission his- 
torically protected tips of mini- 
mum-wage employees，He says 
that as early as 1919 the Commis- 
sion ruled that "tips and gratuities

the old. At times, all these stopped

These were a few of the startling 
conclusions reached by a delegation 
of eleven American paleoanthropolo- 
gists who recently returned -from a 
31-day visit to the People's Republic 
of China. 

Sponsored by the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences and the Science and 
Technical Association of China, these 
scholars visited a total of eleven cities 
and towns;i and two paleolithic and 
neolithic sites in China last year 位 om 
midJMay to mid-June. 

One scholar in the group，UC 
Berkeley Prof. David N. Keightley, a 
ijShang historian,， was particularly im- 
pressed by recent bronze age finds in 
China. 

“About 4000 to 5000 new oracle 
bone inscriptions have been found， 
Keightley noted. These inscriptions 
drastically revise our previous Views 
of ancient China，especially the 
Shang dynasty. 

Traditional Western historiography 
has usually posited a straightforward 
evolution of culture' from Hsia to 
Shang, Chou, and Han periods. The 
new finds, on the other hand, strong- 
ly stiggestthe probable occurrence of 
“several regional bronze age cul- 
tures”rather than one central politi- 
cal unit (as had been formerly be- 
lieved). 

DRAINAGE 

Another unusual find，according to 
Keightley，were 1300 B.C，Shang 
drainage and sewage pipes at the 
ancient capital of Anyang; these were 
once thought to have originated with 
the Sung period .

The IVPP，probably the largest 
institute of its kind in the world,，has 
an active membership of 200 Chinese 
paleoanthropologists and is divided

Cenozoic stratigraphy (fossil man)， 
and paleoanthropology. 

STRIKING 

Some of the more striking speci- 
mens seen Were late Miocene and 
middle to late Pleistocene, according 
to Dr. Nelson. “No fossil primates 
from the 了 Paleocene period were 
found because East Asia was isolated 
位 om the rest of the world during this 
period.” 

“Three taxa of 卫 ocene primates 
were reported”Nelson said. “The 
most interesting Was Zamtereous，8 
lemuroid or tarsioid.… 

“Large post-cranial 人 fragments of 
fossil monkeys from the early Ville- 
franchian were also found,”he con- 
tinued,“as well as molars… 

One of the molars could be the 
an early 
hominid discovered in South Africa 
by Raymond Dart. mm Yunran Prov- 
ince, two medium and small size apes. 
(Dryopithecuvs) were found which 
appear to be the same as species 
living in India and Turkey over 17 
million years ago. 

Most fascinating of all，perhaps， 
are the more than 1,000 teeth and 
mandibles of Gigantopithecvs found 
in _ Kwangsi Province。 了 our other 
locales (Ta Shin，Chensi，Bama，and 
Wuming) also yielded mandibles, but 
those found in Kwangsi may be pre- 
sumed to be as old as a million years. 

CHOUKOUTIEN 

The American delegation also visit- 
ed the famed site of Choukoutien and 
Dragon Bone Hil，an -hour from 
Peking,， where Davidson Black made 
his discovery of Peking Man in 1929. 

Work has continued at the site 
since the 1966 Cultural Revolution， 
Nelson pointed out，but over two-

thirds of locale no. 1 remains to be 
dug up. 

Reconstruction of a 100,000-year- 
old Neanderthaloid skull found near 
the Fen River is now being carried 
out at Harvard University and may 
yield more momentous conclusions 
about early man in China. 

Most of the scholars agreed that 
the Chinese were more interested im 
the“good will and international as- 
pects of the visit and less strictly 
Scientific matters.” 

“The Chinese were anxious to 
convey the message that science， 
particularly archaeology， should 
serve the people”Keightley noted. 
Ideological pressures in China make 
it difficult to carry on the kind of re- 
search we are interested in 

In many respects，however，this 
didactic_ aim has been intentional. 
“Mao Tse-tung has taken a backward 
peasant society and transformed 
China into a modern state that is 
moving ahead,”Keightley explained , 
“Such ideological pressure has there- 
fore been necessary to _ achieve this 
purpose.” 

“One comes away from a visit to 
China profoundly moved.… 

The Chinese are anxious to do their 
own research and seemed uninter- 
ested in the questions the American 
delegation asked. 

“They are understandably sensi- 
tive to the history of academic imperi- 
alism in the 1930s”Keightley noted， 
and“do not want foreign scholars to 


their own. They have their own ques- 
tions to answWer.” 

Nelson corroborated this view， 

UNHAPPY 

The Chinese were unhappy that 
during the thirties，foreign scholars 
fike Weidenreich， Anderson，Black， 
Barbour, Smith, Chardin, and others) 
did most of the description of impor- 
tant fossil remains while Chinese 
scholars were relegated to describing 
minor finds.

Most of the visiting Americans，for 
example, were not allowed to publish 
any photos of the specimens they sawW

nals)，nor were they allowed SUuffi- 
cient time to examine all of the arti- 
facts on their own，or to extract 
samples 位 om the sites of the various 
digs. 

All of the scholars were imnpressed， 
however, by China's pride in preserv- 
ing its archaeological record and pro- 
tecting their discoveries z 友 sz 纪 . 

“Archaeology is part of the histori- 
cal discipline in the schools，”Keight- 
ley explained,， and “much emphasis 
is placed on recreating the life of 
common people in ancient China.” 

He noted, however, that there is a 
noticeable lack of emphasis on com- 
parative studies。 “Archaeology 了 
China is emphasized, whereas little is 
said of archaeology in Japan，Africa， 
or North America,” 

MANY CENTERS 

Continuing with history，Keightley 
asserted that newW bronze age re- 
search confirms Judith Treistman s 
View that“there was rich cultural de- 
velopment in many regional Centers” 
rather than one central state. Tradi- 
tional interpretations have argued 
that non-Chinese peoples eventually 
became“sinified”in early China. 

At present over 15 Tang sites 
await further archaeological investi- 
gation. “The tomb of Empress Wu 
Tse+ien should yield some valuable 
treasures,”Keightley predicted. 

The delegation of paleoanthropolo- 
gists included Clark Howell (UC 
Berkeley)，Frapncis Brown (Utah)， 
Kwang-<chih Chang (Yale)，Leslie G. 
Freeman J. (Chicago)，William W. 
Howells (Harvard)，Estella Leopold 
(US Geological Survey), Patrick Mad- 
dox (Social Science Research Coun- 
cil)，Harold Malde (US Geological 
Survey)，and Marie Wormington 
(Denver). 

Other delegations are planned 
the future，and the results of this 
particular visit will soon be published 
in book form, Prof. Nelson said .

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “We must 
be crazy to do this!” said one 
“rockee”atthe end of an 18-hour 
Tockathon. 

The rockathon，held last week- 
end，was sponsored by the First 
Chinese Baptist Church in San 
Erancisco. Eleven youths sat ip 
rocking chairs，rocking all night. 
Al of them，includqing two 12- 
year-olds, rocked the 18 hours. 

”We should have rocked for 36 
hours! Ithink we could have done 
it said Henry Ng，22，who 
rocked for the college youth 
group. 

The rockathon raised abonut 
$1100,， half of which went to the 
Northern _ California Food Net- 
Work for its hunger programs， 
and the other half to finance fg 
bus for a snow trip in February、. 

PLEDGES 

了 Each youth group had two or 
three representatives rocking. 
Rockees were responsible to get 
pledges from indqividuals. Pledges 
Were based on the number of 
hours each rockee rocked. (For 
example，an individual could 
pledge 50 cents per hour rocked. 
So if the rockee rocked 18 hours， 
the individual owes the rockee 
$9.) 

了 Rockees came with pillows， 
slippers， candy， gum， Snacks， 
television sets, radios，cassettes， 
table games，homework,，just 
about anything they could think 
of to help keep themselves 
awake-. 

One rockee even brought his 
own Soup 一 S0 he wouldn't eat 
any heavy foods which might 
have caused him to go to the rest- 
room. (Rockees were allowed 
five-minute breaks each hour， 
which they could accumulate.,) 

About 25 or more spectators 
also came to help entertain the 
rockees. They brought records 
and helped serve meals to the 
TOCkees. 

One highlight of the rockathon 

Was the sui yeh (night snacks). 
There was sui yeh for every two 
to three hours. There were Japa- 
nese noodljes，donuts，brownies， 
]jook and won ton. Breakfast was 
also provided. (It was a wonder 
how the rockees didn't go to the 
restroom more often with all they 
ate.) 
KEPT ON 

From 4 a.m. to 8 a.m. was the 
most difficult time for the rock- 
ees. The 12-year-olds were con- 
stantly awakened and asked 这 
they would jlike to quit. But of 
course, they refused and kept on 
Irocking. 

Spectators got more tired than 
the rockers and slowly fell asleep 
on their sleeping bags. “Rocka- 
thon Sweepstakes”“Hunger 
Bingo” and making toys for 
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needy children were a few of the 
activities to keep rockees awake. 
The Rockathon climaxed during 
the last hour，where the minutes 
Seemed to “drag oni forever. 


The countdown began . . .“60- 
59-58 . 15 seconds! Hey'! 
What? The clock stopped!?” 


Steam came from the rockees 
and consequently the culprit, one 
of the spectators” parents，re- 
plugged the clock's cord.

Rockees popped out of their 
chairs and fell onto the floor. 

_ Response after the rockathon 
Varied. Some were surprised that 
the younger rockees made 站.

OAKLAND 一 Wendy Yoshi- 
mura, former companion of Patty 
Hearst charged with illegal pos-

last week by an Alameda County 
Superior Court judge. 

Judge Lionel J.， Wilson said 
Wednesday that he had intended 
to lower Yoshimura's $100,000 
bail，but an affidavit filed late 
Tuesday afternoon "by Jeffrey 
Horner,，deputy district attorney， 
raised“serious questions”about 
Yoshimura as a good bail risk. 

Wilson ordered the contents of 
the affidavit to be sealed to the 
general public and rescheduled 
the bail hearing to give time for 
the defense to assess the con- 
tents . 

Yoshimura，wearing a simple 
beige pullover，was in good spir- 
its as She entered the courtroom . 
She smiled and waved at a dozen 
Asian Americans from the Wen- 
dy Yoshimura Fair Trial Commit- 
tee before she took her seat. 

SLUMPED 

After she heard the judge's de- 
cision her shoulders slumped de- 
jectedly，but she was smiling 
again as she left the courtroormn . 

Defense attorney James Larson

Under the umbrella of the CPC 
is a bewildering vatriety of educa- 
tional opportunities，includ- 
ing English as a Second Language 
classes，high- school equivalency 
classes, manpowet training classes， 
and“mini university”classes . 

In cooperation with both the 
Fundamental Adult 卫 ducation 
(了 AE) and the Adult Basic 卫 duca- 
tion (ABE) divisions of the Board 
of 了 ducation of the City of New 
York, the Center offers English as 
a_ Second Language (ESL) classes 
for beginning，intermediate，and 
advanced students: 

The student receives an aveage 
of four to six hours of instruction 
per week. Emphasis is given to all 
了 English-language _ skilljs，like listen- 
ing, Speaking, reading, and Writing. 

A modern language lab is used 
by classes on aregular basis and is 
available for individual practice. 
All members of the teaching staff 
are city-licensed ESL professionals. 

At the present time, ESL classes 
cover various -hours _ between 9 
a.m. and 9 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. Due to the budget cut, no 
classes are given on Saturday or 
Sunday. 

DIPLOMA 

For those who do not have a

MANPOWER 

The Chinatown Adult Manpower 
and 了 Educational Resources Pro- 
gram is funded by the New York 
City Department of Employment 
under Title I of the Comprehen- 
sive 卫 mployment and Training 
Act (CETA 1974). The program 
consists of : 

1. Classroom Training: The Cen- 
ter offers training for 120 poten- 
tial clerk-typists in two cycles Over 
a 50-week period._ During the 
course of training，each trainee re- 
ceives a minimnum $73.50 stipend 
per_ week. Upon completion，the 
Center will assist trainees to find 
jobs as clerk-typists or in other re- 
lated fields. 

2. On-the-Job Training: The Cen- 
ter offers on-the-job training to 22 
potential teachers”assistants， 
teachers” aides，and infant care 
Workers over a period of two 
years. During the course of train- 
ing，each trainee is paid $100 per 
week. Upon satisfactory comple- 
tion of the training, the trainee is 
guaranteed a job . 

3. Evening Trade Classes: In co- 
operation with the 了 vening Trade 
School, the Center offers such skill 
training courses as typing，book- 
keeping, shorthand, building main- 
tenance, locksmithing, small appli- 
ance repair, and business machine 
repair. The classes meet eVery 
Tuesday and Thursday from 6 to 
8 D.m. The programs are on a se- 
mester basis. 

MINIUNIVERSITY 

In cooperation with the Staten 
Island Commmunity College，under 
the City University of New York， 
the Adult Education Center offers 
a_ credit evening college program 
which includes courses such as 
biology，business management，ac- 
counting, economics, introduction 
to Asian civilization，typing，and 
technical writing.

free clinic for general check-ups. 


Cabrini Health Care Center，be- 
gun in 1891 by St:- Frances 和 avijer 
Cabrini, today is.a 774-bed health 
cate complex which includes a 
large general hospital, a home for 
old people who are physically 
well, and a skijlled nursing facility 
in Dobbs Ferry, N.Y. 

When one registers at this Health 
Service，he also _ becomes a mem- 
ber of the Cabrini Health Care 
Center's clinic. Not only can he re- 
ceive a_ medical examination by a 
doctor in Chinatown，he can also 
receive all services of the hospital 
让 he needs them .
